Tho oditor.i ot this 
book feel confident tliat it will bo in 
the. hands ot tho students during the 
l9t i\-*ek of April, whlcCi Is one month 
ahead of any preyîoûs^j^ atid es-

DEBATERS MEET 
, IN SEMI-FINAL 



"In Angkor occurred perhaps the 
most perfect, jexpro«sIon of beauty In 
architecture that the world has ever 
seen,'' declared M. G. Ballantyna In 
an illustrated address on the civiliza- 
tion of Angkor delivered last night 
at a meeting ot the Historical Club. 
The city ot Angkor, in tha Interior 
of Cambodia, was foundod In the 
sixth century by the Khyamers, who 
were migrants from northern India. 
The period of its greatest power was 
between th« thirteenth to th« fif- 
teenth centuries. But tho following 
declino was bo rapid and complete 
that today nothing remains except 
the ruins of Its temples, half-buried 
under the Cambodian jungle. ^ 
Arehittetur* Maisiv* 

Tbo. original grandeur ot these 
temples has not been entirely lost 
They still stand, enormous topped by 
high towers and covered over with 
intricate carving. Their Khyamer ar- 
chitecture shows a distinct relation 
5blp to that of India from which it 
drew Us first Jnspiratlon. . But with 
the later isolation ot Angkor a more 
individual form was developed. The 
Khyamers never discovered the use of 
the arch. Consequently they ouid not 
construct large halls', and their 
temples, built ot narrow passages, 
have a beauty that Is^ot a massive 
rather than a graceful nature. 

Since 1907 the French have done 
considerable work Ifi clearing away 
the jungle from the ruins of tho city, 
Unfortunately the advancement of 
the jungle has done Irrepairable

His son, William Lawrence Bragg 
was born in Adelaide, South Australia 
and v.as educated at Adelaide and 
later at Trinity Collcee, Cambridge, 
where he won the Allan Scholarship.

Report of the President for thermion 1020-30. 



Tho past Bossion has seen many 
changes In tho administration of the 
McGill Union. In many respects it 
has been a trial year ospeclally with 
regard to the Cafeteria. In fact the 
introduction ot oulsldo catering and 
tho Constitutional change which ef- 
fected the reduction ot tlio House 
Commlttco constitute two of the 
most radical departures ever undor- 
laken by any Union Kxcculive. In 
my opinion Ihcso changes have, by 
their results fully justified thcm- 
sclvos and should . continue to do bo 
in tho future to an even greater de- 
gico. 

As most students know tho Cateto- 
ria had been managed by tho Stu- 
dent's Council Ihrouth tho House 
Commitloo from its inception until 
near Iho close of tho 1928-29 «caslon. 
For many years Us upkeep had con- 
stituted a serious drain on tho fin- 
ances of tho Union and Us annual 
dcficlla ale up money which Bhould 
havo been available for other parts 
ot tho building wllh hcart-brcaklns 
regularity, Tho idea of outside man 
agement was conceived by my pro 
dcccssor Mr. Woldon who entered In- 
to a trial agreement with A.C. Cor 
ncr'a J,rd. laat .-iprlng. This firm 
operated tlio Cufiiterlu successfully 
diirint; tliu poor Bprlntt monllia anil 
as tt rcault tlio prcaenl plan was 
drawn up during tho summor by 
wlilch tho Union i^ays tho cost of 
lighting, water etc., and divides the 
yrrofliji (if §Jiy) .equally with Coid- 



ncr's Ltd. This is the essential 
framework of an onangenient which 
has, I thinlt, worked to tho satlafac 
lion of both parlies and should un 
doubledly bo continued with pos 
slbly a. few modifications. 

During the post six nionllis lb 
student body has received belter scr 
vice and more attractively served 
food In tho Cafeteria and Grill lloom 
than over before 1» recent years, 
This has naturally resulted In larger 
rc.ccipls and belter slatcmcnts as far 
as tho Cafeteria is concenicd.

By this system any 
student who has completed two years 
of his course at a Canadian University 
may apply to take the third year ac 
another university tuition free. re-, 
ceivins credit from iiis alma mater. 

L'nder the conditions of this ex- 
change it must take place betweei; 
different geographical divisions, these' 
being a.s follows: fnlverslty of Bri- 
tish Columbia, Universities ot Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, Universi- 
ties of Ontario and Quebec, aml'ijîhl-» 
versities of the Maritime Provinces.-. 

.\ppI\-a".ion shou'J b.j nuiUe to tho 
pre.";iUent of the Students' Council or 
to tho local rcpre-sentaiive of tho X. 
F.C.C.S. before April 13, 1030. 

This e.xchange plan was put into 
effect last year and evinced a'-g^eaty 
deal ot enthusiasm on the part of 'ïiw'' 
students. Allan Campbell. Arts 31 is 
an exchaiiKe -student from the Uni- 
versity ot British Columbia, while 
Fred Stone is McG ill's exchange stu- ' 
to the University of British Columbia ' 
at tho prcseiit time it is hoped that 
many will avail themselves ot the op- 
portunity to submi; a:i application. '

Uneata tome strong simple character of toll usually 
associated with the phase "a child of Nature." 
Other parts of the rtory, althougli based on actual 
fact, have an Inoredible unrealness abo^t them. 

hen for Instance, th« hero sees tho last of his 
herd of cattle being drowned and driven away by 
the current, while he Jiiimsslt watches the rising 
nood creeping hlglier to engulf both him and his 
sweetheart, the thought persists that everything 
will come right in the next chapter and that in- 
stead of Itllling them the flood will help the ad- 
venturera on their way. Of course In a story like 
this the villain, wlio really is not a villain at all, 
does the redeeming stunt and aaves everybody and 
everything, including all tlte catUe, 

The story itself starts In Pinesvlile, Oregon, 
where the stalwart and blui^lng Jieror can be seen 
communing witii himself and trying to decide to 
"pop the question" to one LOa Bovine daughter of 
the local banker. It seems, however that 1.11a Is 
Just falling in love with Laavson, a cynical and 
egotistical cx-coUege football player and student of 
psychology. To alleviate the shock of refusing Bnt 
Rondo's proposal 121a tells hlnl it he had money 
she would marry 'him. 

The hero then sets out on his wild quest for 
money. But before he goes Banker Bodlne riiakea 
him take Lawson along giving the latter instruc- 
tions to prevent the drive from reaching Dawson 
in the Yukon. 

The motive for the drive being duly eslabllsli- 
ed the rest of the book oocupies itself with the 
progress ot the cattle towards the Yukon where 
anxious gold-rush etampeders are waiting for fresh 
meat. 'Jtiere Is absolutely no plot beyond iliat 
given in the first few chapters vt the book and 
outlined in the first tew paragraphs above. It is 
straight narrative. 

when the trials of llie îiero and hiS compan 
Ions begin to bo somewhat wearisome the author 
introduces a highly amusing l/ut Impossible sea 
captain -wM la hait pirate and half student of 
Ncitzsc'he. When this captajn and his possibillilei 
in the way of t/omic relief ha.vo been oxhaustod a 
love Interest in Introduced, almost from no«t-hero, 
ond I ho alory goes merrily on for another hundred 
pages. The Stugglcs of Rondo, the hero, to JusUry 
to htmsètc his friendship tOr Molly O'Mara, Whom 
ho redilly loves and his lovo for Llla Bodlne, who 
has been left behind in Fineavllle, ei-o ptfrtrayed in 
ail their cxoruciating and dry details. 

There are many good Uucheu to tijo story. 
The live bustle and high tension ot the lOondykc 
gold-rush days of 'OS are faithfully porlrayod. Tlio 
historic biasing of the trail through Dalton'a pass 
with a herd of cattle, In all Its dangers is fully 
amplified on. Tho rush tlirougli this Pass wliluli 
follows the cattle Js touclicd upon, and tlie sudden 
changes of climate which take place In the far 
regions ot the MHh. wliu all llieir consequept 
dàtifièra are not lett entirely lo the liniigtnallori ot 
the reader.

"Tho Happy lie- 
turn," a noblo boat. In charge ot Captain' 'I'hundcr, 
a noble man, goes in qucBt of a Spanish treasure, 
a noblo iindcrtnltlng. t'or dlvorRenco tlioy llirnw 
a (ow cannon-balls at n Dutch boat tu in.iUu lier 
pay obéissance lo tlio ICngll.sh flag; llicy greet 
with enthusiasm a battle with n bunch of Purilnnn 
who aro appropriating the troasuro us they reach 
It. At last, their stronghold filled with a few bil- 
lion's worth of glittering gold and Jewels they sail 
back towards England. I.rd astray by tlic Irlok- 
ory oC one ot their men they aro captured Ijy a 
fleet from Algiers, on ignominioun ropiibllo In 
Nortli Africa living on its piratical successes. Tiio 
pest of tho story deals wltlî their adventures In 
Algiers, and their eventual escape. 

Nor Is this all. There is romance and love. 
Dionysus, the technical hero, has entanglements 
of tho heart with two beautiful women, and, no 
doubt, to add to the atmosphere of tho romance, 
one of them is. a gypsy. And of course the fierce 
ruler of Algiers becomes fatally Infatuated with 
t|»e,,Engll8h Helen, and the favourite sultana Is 
■inordinately jealous, llerc, dear reader, is a per- 
plexing problem, In .a lovo entanglement ot tour 
there are two whites who should obviously be 
brought together. How is this to bo doné? "Ele- 
mentary, dear Watson, «lemcntary." When tho 
ruler of Algiers alms a dagger at Dionysus, Gaya, 
the gypsy girl, intervenes and receives the dasgor 
in hor noble bosom, as befits tho temperament of 
hor people. At tho same time the jealous sultana 
stabs the ruler of Algiers in a fit romantic rage. 
Thus there ore Just Dionysus, aiid Calliope left 
tor each othe;-. And all this In two short para- 
graphs. 

I should ca -nestly recommend this book to tho 
attention ot HoI!:-wood. Here is a story which they 
can almost use in Us entirely, and with appropri- 
ate musical synchronisation and perhaps technl- 
colour, the picture ought to bo a great box-office 
tavowrltc. "We should even take tho liberty to sug

Life In Angkor 

About tho every-day Ufa of tho 
ancient Khyamors littio is known. No 
inscriptions have been found among 
the ruins and only a few bronxe 
household utensils have been dis- 
covered. Tho chief eourco of infor- 
mation comes from tho account of a 
thirteèntb-century Chinoso visitor .Re 
describes the splendours of tho royal 
household, and notes that the king 
has four wives— one tor each of the 
four points ot his kingdom.

Student's Speech Slovenly 

Oxford is the only college that 
takes any real interest In college life. 
The students of this continent are 
enveloped in a Biiperficlal mental life 
that has depleted the intellectual 
vitality of the colleges today. Collese 
men everywhere are saying that in no 
age in the history of the world has 
It been harder to have any faith than 
It is today. This in only the noble 
expression of an absolute virginal 
Ignorance. The Universities are send 
ing out men with B. A. degrees who 
cannot even apeak English correctly 
And it is worse in Canada than in 
the United States for here we have 
more opportunity of hear'r.^ it cor 
reotly spoken. Slorenlj-ness of speech 
is row a characteristic of the gradu 
ate. Tet he is even more strikingly 
lacking in his knowledge of the hls- 
lo.-y of thought than In his way' ot 
speaking." 

Intsllectual Masters Nscsstary 

"The future ot the world belongs 
to the peopl« who hav« intellectual 
mastery and In this the European 
student is far ahead of the American 
Tho prosperity of America has been 
thrust upon people by natural re- 
sources of til* country not by their 
effort or energy. Sooner or later 
however sheer economic pressure 
will force us to think more adequate- 
ly. A real serious attempt to ap- 
proaoh an intellectual task haa not 
been made at any university that 1 
have visited; nor Is it due to lack of 
Intelligence. 

"On Uie levels of modem sophlstl- 
cation there is a deadly pessimism 
end dIslllUElonmcnt. An example of 
this is the RoUry Club Whenever I 
attend oné of Its meetings and listen 
to their forced bubbllngr enthusiasm. 
I feel as If I were in the presence of 
a gaJvanleed corpse."' 

"Our problem today là to find 
something big enough to live for, 
suffer for and if need he, die for. And 
the only plaoe we «an find that aome- 
thlng is in religion. But religion must 
be absolute «r else its infinite. 
Whenever a nation finds religion it 
begins life -anew. It la religion that 
brings out the finest qualUl«« ot 
man'nwjd and womanhood.

By far the most Important «xpcrl- 
int In the history ot tha Dally ha* 
t>É«ii that privilege which the Council 
rrantcd last spring, namely that of 
•ditorlal freedom. The lead made by 
McGdll m this m.ittcr has found an 
adherent In the University of To- 
ronto, and wo trust that the future 
win Bee many others falling Into the 
aa<ne expression of progross. 

It is In this matter that the most 
trj'lng times have been cxpcrlenceJ. 
The editorial freedom was granted 
with tho stipulation that the opinions 
which were expressed w«ro those of 
V^the ilanagins Board. The Dally held 
that the Sports feature column upon 
page three, was equally as much t-di- 
torlal matter as that on page two, but 
the ruling ot the Council determined 
It otherwise. It Is difficult lor lay- 
men to realise the position In the mat- 
ter and we sli'.l feel that an appointee 
of the Council is equally as capable 
a man to express sports' op-nions 
soundly as the other executives are 
on page two. It will have been no- 
. . tloed that no sports comment wa« 
ihade in the editorial columns of page 
two and the views of the Sports' De- 
partment were sanctioned by the Edl- 
^ tor-in-Chlcf as a matter of procedure. 
But It is with the opinions ex- 
. pressed on page two that the crucial 
point of co-operation was reachad, 
and at times strained. To Board it 
would be necessary rhai the Manag- 
ing Board meet every night before 
ta\as to press. Under the present ar- 
rangement it wa^ impossible, it was 
'- claimed, that this could be dona.. The 
Editor-in-Chief was in the advantage 
as he was resident in the Union but 
the ,othe: membern had city residences. 
Thiis it happened t?".*! expression was 
jnade which had not been discuasad 
the Board, but in the practice of 
Newspapers it is expedient that com- 
mant upon some event must be !m- 
mediatcly after the report of that 
-event. Under the circumstances this 
year the Managing Board were not in 
a position to consult with tha Editor- 
; In-Chlef at the time. 

Again it may happen, as was un- 
;^ fortunately the case this year, that the 
Editor-in-Chief is in the minority 
with regard to the opinions tliat the 
Managing Board wished to be «x- 
pressed. This might not offer any 
difficulty to the layman but when the 
■ j. majority did not write any editorials 
■■S*nd refused to do bo, the case 1m ap- 
- parent. It cannot be expected of any 
snan that he can express opinions 
. jHilcbiYare foreign to himself, 
■^/^♦iïûa it can bo seen that the Editor- 
in-Chief, who wrotw the mujorlty of 
. .«ditorlals, was in a strained poultioii, 
' <or not being able to write other peo- 
-ples'a opinions he was further liandi-

building a stale ot affairs which has 
not happened for years. Thus the 
perennial white elephant has been 
changed to a perfectly respectable 
and solf-supi>orllng factor In the fin- 
ances ot the building. 

At tho samo time tho relations 
with Cordnor's Ltd. have been most 
plc-ïsant and altogether the coopcrif>- 
tlQn between the two contracting 
parties has left little to bo desired. 

The particulars of the Constitu- 
tional change which substituted a 
three man House Commlllea for the 
former unwieldy body of ten men arc 
too well known to need repltltlon; 
suffice it to say that tho new ar- 
rangement would seem to bo Infin- 
itely better in every way; that the 
samo amount ot work is accomplish- 
ed with far less confusion and delay; 
and that the prcs.nt form of execu- 
tive seems best ad.iptcd to tho ad- 
ministration of the building. 

Despite tho continued tendency ot 
iarge dances to move away from the 
Union, social activity has been more 
;h.Tn maintained through the intro- 
duction of the Workshop plays In- 
numerable small affairs In the Grill 
Room and several faculty smokers. 
The Union has also enjoyed two of 
the most successful Informais in Its 
history both from social and finan- 
cial point of view. These were held 
before Christmas as conflicting dates 
In tha second term made the success 
of such affairs problematical. I woulO 
recommend that at least three In- 
formais be held next year. 

The Alma Mater waa also held in 
the Ball Room In January and its 
remarkable success seemed to show 
comcluslvely that the Union still pos- 
sesses facilities for even the larger 
dances. An Innovoitlon on Kaw Tear's 
Era saw a group ot Science etudtrnts 
stage a very successful Ball In the 
building. This affair promtoaa to be- 
come an annual event. 

Two Union ymok«rs ware also held 
during the session— the first to take 
the place «t tha annual 9*9 Rally 
early In October — tha second t« pro- 
vide election candidaitea with aa op- 
portunity cf addrasslinr tha «tudant 
body. 

In apita «t a poor football aeason, 
receipts at tha Tuck Shop show an 
encouraging increase «ver last year 
while the billiard room takings have 
been only slightly lower. 

In addition to the functions already 
mentioned the Ball Room ha* been 
constantly occupied with IVevue re- 
hearsals, B. AV. & F. Assaults, and 
the- weekly debates.Shortly after 
Christmas a Badminton court was 
also marked out and members of the 
McGlU club have used it regularly. 

Many repairs were undertaken last 
summer, inc-Iudlng renovation of the 
Cafeteria, stairways and upstalr!<. 
The Ball Room floor was also oiled 
and polished — at some expense — fo'' 
the first time in its career and the re- 
sulting surface Is a great Improve- 
ment over the somewhait crusty floor 
of last faU. 

If the expected mirplua material- 
ises, additional improvements and re- 
pairs are being considered for the 
coming summer. The extent of tlies.; 
win of courao depend or the ;;robablc 
date of tho new Union. 

All In alt it has been a moat suc- 
cessful year.
